Ante-Natal  Clinics 

The  large  majority  of  the  expectant  mothers  in  the  area  attend  the  ante- 
natal clinic  at  2/4  St,  Thomas's  Square,  Chorley,  and  avail  themselves  of  the 
facilities  provided  by  the  Lancashire  County  Divisional  Health  Service. 

Maternity  Beds.

An  Infant  Welfare  Centro  is  held  weekly  (Wednesdays  2 -A  p.m.)at  the 
Christ  Church  Schoolroom,  Railway  Road,  Adlington,  and  is  attended  weekly 
by  a Medical  Officer  of  the  Lancashire  County  Council,  as  well  as  the  County 
Wealth  Visitor.  The  Medical  Officer  is  Dr.  W.  J.  O'Neill.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


Water  Supply 

The  water  supply  of  the  area  is  provided  (l)  from  the  Blackrod  Reservoir 
by  arrangement  with  Blackrod  Urban  District  Council,  and  (2)  from  a tapping 
of  the  conduits  taking  the  Manchester  Supply  from  Thirlmere,  by  arrangement 
with  Manchester  Corporation.  The  supplies  are  inter— changeable  and 
complementary. 

In  1957  a chlorinating  plan  was  installed  at  Harding  Street  Pumphouse 
which  deals  with  the  Thirlmere  supply,  3ince  which  time  samples  of  water 
have  proved  satisfactory.  The  Blackrod  supply  was  already  chlorinated 
and  samples  taken  from  that  authority  were  consistently  satisfactory. 

During  the  year  5 samples  of  water  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
analysis.  All  were  reported  to  be  highly  satisfactory.

Every  house  in  the  area  has  a "main  supply".  The  average  daily  consumption 
was  140,342  gallons,  which  gives  a consumption  per  head  of  the  population  of 
32.19  gallons  for  all  purposes. 

Joint  Water  Board 

Nothing  has  yet  been  settled  regarding  the  formation  of  a Water  Board 
comprising  Chorley  Borough,  Adlington,  Blackrod,  Horwich  and  Withnell  Urban 
Districts,  and  Chorley  Rural  District, 

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

Only  33  outlying  properties  are  not  connected  to  the  sewerage  system.  Most 
of  these  have  Septic  tanks.  Sewerage  disposal  is  by  precipitation  and  filtration 
ovei  5 coke  filters  at  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at  Harrisons  Farm,  The  effluent  is 
discharged  into  the  River  Douglas.  The  Sewage  Works  was  modernised  in  1931. 

Fur  her  extensions  are  under  consideration;  the  Council's  Consulting  Engineers 
arc.  preparing  a Scheme,  but  the  preparation  of  this  is  being  held  up  partly  by 
the  Lancashire  River  Board's  proposal  for  a Joint  Sewerage  Authority  for  the 
avoa  north  of  the  River  Douglas, 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal. 

1591  moveable  ashbins  are  emptied  weekly  by  the  Local  Authority.  The 
refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  at  the  Council-owned  Tip  in  Bradshaw 
Fields.

There  are  public  lavatories  at  the  upper  and  lower  Recreation  Grounds,  and 
modern  Sanitary  Conveniences  at  Station  Road  and  Babylon  Lane.  The  Conveniences 
are  cleaned  daily  by  the  Local  Authority's  staff.  Expense  is  still  being  incurred 
by  the  wilful  damage  that  is  persistently  being  done  to  the  two  modern  sanitary 
conveniences. 

Shops  and  Offices 

There  are  from  90-100  registered  Shops  in  the  area.  No  action  was  taken 
under  the  Shops  Acts  or  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  during  the  year.  The  County 
Council  are  responsible  for  the  administra.tion  of  the  Shops  Acts,  your  Public 
Health  Inspector  acting  as  their  Agent.  The  Public  Health  Inspector  made  83 
visits  to  these  premises  during  the  year. 

Camping  Sites 

There  are  no  camping  sites  in  the  area.

HOUSING-  CONDITIONS 

Pre-1914  houses  are  chiefly  stone-built,  though  some  are  brick,  with  slated 
roofs,  2 or  3 bedroom  terraced  type  without  hot  water  systems  or  bathrooms.  Prevail- 
ing defects  are  dampness.  Many  of  these  houses  are  now  owner-occupied  and  have  been 
partially  or  completely  modernised.  There  are  302  houses  owned  by  the  Council  and 
approximately  300  houses  and  shops  with  living  accommodation  which  are  not  owner- 
occupied.  Most  of  these  houses  are  well-built  and  well-maintained.  There  is  no 
known  overcrowding, 

A considerable  amount  of  new  development  has  taken  place  during  the  last 
three  years  for  private  owners,  47  houses  were  under  construction  at  the  end  of 
I960  (most  of  these  are  bungalows  or  semi-bungalows). 

During  the  year  8 bungalows  were  completed  and  handed  over  to  the  Council  by 
Mrs.  Slater  and  Miss  Irene  Slater  in  memory  of  the  late  John  Slater  M.P. , to  be  let 
to  old  Adlington  born  people  at  a nominal  rent  of  5/-  in  perpetuity,  plus  rates 
and  water  charges. 

The  Council  propose  to  build  20  dwellings  in  1961,  some  of  these  to  be  Old 
Pe  ople ' s Bungalows . 
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Overcrowding  or  Housing  Shortage, 


During  the  year  22  applications  for  houses  were  received,  3 of  these  being 
from  people  living  outside  Adlington.  Three  applications  were  for  Old  People’s 
Bungalows.  Only  4 applicants  in  Adlington  were  without  a home  of  their  own,  3 of 
these  being  young  married  couples.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

( a)  Milk  Supply. 

In  April  1956  the  Milk  (Special  Designations) (Specified  Areas)  Order  came 
into  force,  and  so  far  as  Adlington  is  concerned,  retailers  now  sell  only 
designated  milk  - Tuberculin-tested,  Pasteurised  or  Sterilised. 

There  are  3 producer-retailers  with  premises  in  Adlington  and  A retailers  with 
premises  outside  the  district  retailing  milk  in  Adlington.  In  addition  there 
are  A shops  licensed  to  sell  Sterilized  Milk, 

The  licensing  of  Milk  Retailers  is  now  the  responsibility  of  the  Lancashire 
County  Council  and  not  the  Loc.al  Authority, 


(b)  Meat. 

There  is  no  licensed  Slaughterhouse  within  In?  district. 

There  are  5 Butchers  and  one  Pork  Butcher  in  the  district,  and  24  visits 
were  made  to  these  shops  during  the  year,  and  to  meat  preparing  premises. 

(c)  Other  Poods. 

Places  where  other  foods  are  prepared  or  kept  for  sale  are  inspected  frequently 
by  the  Public  Health  Inspector. 

There  are  8 small  bakehouses  and  3 fried  fish  shops  in  the  district  - all  are 
kept  in.  a satisfactory  condition. 

36  inspections  of  places  where  food  is  prepared  were  made  during  the  year  by 
the  Public  Health  Inspector.

Tuberculosis 

One  new  case  of  pulmonary  Tuberculosis  was  added  to  the  Register  during 
the  year,  as  against  two  in  1959,  This  case  was  a transfer  into  Adlington 
from  Horwich. 

The  total  number  of  cases  on  the  Register  at  the  end  of  the  year  was 
13,  of  which  9 were  pulmonary  and  A were  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis. 


Anthrax 


On  1st  December, I960,  the  Public  Health  (infectious  Diseases) Amendment 
Regulations, i960,  came  into  operation. 

The  Regulations  provide  for  the  notification  by  medical  practitioners 
to  Medical  Officers  of  Health  of  all  cases  of  Anthrax,  All  medical  practitioners 
in  the  District  were  informed  of  the  Regulations,
